The Bureau of Structures and Materials in the new Division 
‘of Research and Evaluation has in past years conducted 
comprehensive research into the behavior and performance of 
all kinds of pavements and structures, The work involved 

the installation of measuring points and precise measurements 
taken periodically in order to develop factual data, These 
activities include the field-testing of various devices and 


materials, including proprietary items, 


In order to provide a summary of the tangible results to date, 


the following is submitted: 


1. Elimination of Dolomite as a course aggregate in 
Portland cement concreteelements. This component 
has, in the past, caused the phenomenon of "growth" 
resulting in "blow-ups", excessive slab migration 
and serious disintegration of structures, 

2. An improved joint-assembly that provides load-transfer 
and freedom of movement for the slabs during expansion 
and contraction cycles. The presently specified 
joint-assembly contains the following components which 
were developed through many years of observation and 
experimentation: 

(a) Sealer -- the most effective and economical

"Hot-poured rubber-asphalt", This item needs

Filler -- no entirely satisfactory solution has, 
as yet, been found. The material currently used 
ig Bituminous-impregnated cellular compression 
material, 

Dowels -- the present 1-1/4" diameter stainless 
steel clad dowel is the result of many years 

of extensive investigations and experimentation 
with various cross-sectional designs, corrosion 
resistant materials, protective coatings, and 
lubricants. 

Frame -- its main purpose is to absolutely 
control the alignment of the dowels. Several 
approved designs are now on the market that 
meet our specified requirements, The responsi- 
bilities of final inspection and approval of 
joint assemblies in all construction projects 


rests with this Bureau. 


3, The design and required use of a "double-edger" for 


all transverse joints. This device precludes a 


difference in elevation between each side of a joint,

An adequate testing and subsequent inclusion in the 


specifications of "“tie-bars", thus preventing an 
increase in width of longitudinal joints. 
The specifying of a white-pigmented curing compound 
instead of the previously required asphaltic emulsion, 
which was black in color. The black curing agent 
increased the temperature of concrete thereby creating 
excessive stresses particularly in the plastic stages. 
In sna past, New Jersey, as well as all other States, 
has experienced considerable difficulty with bridges 
not only in restraint to opening and closing but also 
in excessive damage to abutments, piers, bearings, etc. 
The prime cause of these difficulties is the migration 
of the pavement. This movement encroaches on the 
allotted expansion space in the structure, Additional 
expansion space has been furnished by: 
(a) The present procedure of constructing a series 
of short slabs, with wider than normal joints, 
adjacent to bridges, 
(b) The sawing of slots in the abutting pavement 
where older structures and pavements were involved, 
Our concrete slab length and thickness is a culmination 
of the investigations and experimentations with various 


field testing designs,

8, The controls and procedures employed in pavement and 
structure research resulted in providing valuable 
information to the operating Divisions and Bureaus, 
within the Department, of conditions of which they 
at that time were unaware. Remedial measures 
developed by this Bureau, as stated in item 6, are 
being applied to these specific problem areas, 

9, As a result of our past experiences and that of the 
AASHO Road Test, the use, as an alternate, of bituminous 
stabilized base in our flexible pavement design was 
specified. This resulted in: 

(a) Curtailment of delays in construction due to 
weather conditions. 
(b) Minimizing the undulations of profile and cross- 


sections inherent to granular bases, 


Two large scale experimental projects have recently been initiated. 
These are the Route I-80, Section 5V and Route I-95 Section 1R 
experimental bituminous pavement test sections and the Route 3 
Secaucus composite pavement project. Both projects are being 
performed with the participation of the Bureau of Public Roads, 
The Route I-80, I-95 project is primarily concerned with 
determining the relative load-carrying capacity and overall 

Be ceeonee of various base course materials. The results of 

this project will greatly influence future flexible pavement 


design,

The Route 3 project is an attempt to combine the most favorable 
inneretiaties of rigid pavements (strength) and of flexible 
Me ccncnie (continuity of surface). General conclusions cannot 
be determined at this time. However, results are favorable 


to date, 


It is pertinent to note that themajor previous activities of 
the original Bureau of Engineering Research were primarily 
concerned with studies regarding pavement performance and 


specific bridge problems. 


The current activities of the Bureau of Structures and Materials 
of the Division of Research and Evaluation have been broadened 
in scope, This Bureau has incorporated into its activities 

all past continuing studies retaining merit and, in addition, 

has initiated new research projects in the areas of skid 
resistance of pavements and quality control of construction 
materials, new exploratory studies concerning colored pavement 
surfaces, thermoplastic beaded lane lines, unanticipated bridge 


deck stresses, unpainted steel applications and fog dispersal. 
RIGHT OF WAY 


Supplementing a map and plan reading instruction covered in 
the 1964 Right of Way Division Advanced Right of Way Training 


Course, the Highway Department's Training Section in cooperation

with the Division of Roads, is assisting the Right of Way 


Division with a new series of map and plan reading instructions. 


This new map series is designed to review areas already 
covered and to emphasize the practical, The objective is to 
assure that all members of the existing Right of Way 
professional staff can read basic right of way maps and 

basic construction plans, including the use and interpretation 
of X Section sheets. Use of engineering scales and simple 


area computations will also be included. 


The courses are being conducted four consecutive weeks, one- 
half day per week (9:00 to 11:45 a.m.) beginning Wednesday, 
February 24th. A separate course is held simultaneously in 


each of the Right of Way Division's five district field offices.

PENN-JERSEY TRANSPORTATION STUDY 


The States of Pennsylvania and New Jersey have finally exchanged 
written documents of their respective concepts for the establishment 


of a successor agency to the present Penn-Jersey Transportation Study, 
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PENN-JERSEY TRANSPORTATION STUDY, cont'd.

in order. that this regional transportation study will qualify for 


Federal funds on July 1, 1965. 


Pennsylvania's version consisted of a bill that would require 
passage by the Legislatures of both States, This bill provides 

for the establishment of a six man commission (three representatives 
from each State) who would have the authority to set up a quasi- 
public agency to conduct the planning studies in this region, 

As such, this agency would be under the general supervision of 

the commission, but would have independent administrative powers 

in regard to personnel, purchasing of materials, contract 
negotiations and the like. It was the intent of this draft that 
the commission would, from time to time, modify the agency in 

an effort to determine what structure is best suited for performing 
this function and, once this had been determined, would then 
present to each Legislature its recommendations as to an interstate 


compact. 


New Jersey's version of the successor agency took the form of an 
executive agreement continuing the study in its present form with. 
some modifications to the composition of the Executive and Policy 
Committees, New Jersey's opinion is that it is doubtful whether 
compact legislation can be obtained prior to July 1, 1965, and 
some measures must be taken to qualify the study with the Bureau 


of Public Roads to avoid loss of Federal funds in this region. 
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PENN-JERSEY TRANSPORTATION STUDY, cont'd. 


This procedure will provide time for the development of compact 
legislation subsequent to July 1965, which is a requirement of 
H.H.F.A. before they will commit funds to this study. In view 

of the short period of time left between now and July 1, it is 
most essential that a decision as to what procedure the two 
States will jointly follow is imperative, since in either case 
the local communities must officially become participants in the 
coordinated comprehensive planning. This cooperation between the 
States and the local communities must be documented by written 


memoranda of understanding. 
TRI-STATE TRANSPORTATION STUDY 


The coding and keypunching of data collected over the past two 
years is still under way. It is not anticipated that this work 
will be completed until mid-summer of this year. Analysis of 


these data will commence when the keypunching is completed. 


The Executive Director has presented a special project which 

has the tentative approval of the member studies and the Bureau 

of Public Roads for the abstracting in advance of normal procedures 
of certain data in sufficient quantity to assist the individual 
States in route assignment of traffic, so that their proposed 
highway construction subsequent to July 1 will be eligible for 
Federal participation, This project is necessitated by a re- 


quirement of the Bureau of Public Roads that all urban transportation

studies will have reached the point of traffic assignment to 
specific networks by July 1, 1965, if the urban area is to be 


eligible for Federal construction funds. 


The proposed contract agreements between the State of New Jersey 
and the counties and municipalities within the Tri-State cordon 
line have been prepared and approved by the Bureau of Public 
Roads. The Department is now in the process of reproducing 
these agreements in sufficient quantity, so that we can commence 
the difficult task of negotiating these agreements with all of 


the counties and municipalities within this area prior to July l. 
ATLANTIC CITY URBAN AREA STUDY 


The agreement between the State and local municipalities has been 
signed by both Commissioners Dwight R., G, Palmer and Robert A, Roe, 
Copies of this agreement bearing the two Commissioners’ signatures 
have been forwarded to the local officials for their presentation 
to their respective governing bodies for review and approval. 

After sufficient time has been afforded the local governments, 
members from the Bureau of Planning and Traffic will visit 

each county and municipality and request their signatures on 

the Agreement of Understanding. At this point we have no reason 


to suspect that the local officials will not cooperate with us, 
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SALEM COUNTY URBAN AREA STUDY 


We have received signed agreements from two local communities in 
the Salem area, It is anticipated that the remainder of the 
outstanding agreements will be received shortly. This very 
likely will be the first urban study to have complete coverage 


of signed cooperative agreements in New Jersey. 
AFTER 1972 NEEDS STUDY 


The State Highway Engineer forwarded to the Bureau of Planning 
and Traffic a preliminary draft of the first section of the 
instructional manual for this study. This copy way obtained 
during his recent visit to Washington and eee notice on the 
Department of generally what will be required by the Bureau of 


Public Roads, 


Also we have not yet received any formal written instructions 
from the Bureau of Public Roads in this regard, The preliminary 
draft indicates that this very comprehensive needs study must 


be completed in printed report form by July 1, 1965, 


We are presently determining what information is available in 
OUuntEiles that isepertinent to this study and, further, just 
what specific procedure we will follow in developing our needs 
between the years 1965 and 1985, Once this work has been 
accomplished, we will be in a better position to decide just 
how much outside help in the form of consulting engineers will 


be required and in what manner they will be the greatest asset to us. 
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AFTER 1972 NEEDS STUDY, cont'd.

Little difficulty is expected insofar as Federal Aid systems 

and erate highway systems are concerned in the development of 
our Rees. However, as in the past when similar studies were 
undertaken, we will have difficulty in regard to local roads 

and municipal streets. Since these two categories comprise 

by far the major mileage in the State, work in these two 
categories will probably be done by a sample and expansion 
method. In any event, we will be very hard pressed to complete 
this study in the format suggested by the Bureau of Public Roads 


by July l. 


TRAINING 


Executive Development Program -- Dr. William Wachs, from ine 


Institute of Management and Labor Relations, Rutgers University, 
began the Executive Development Program with over 100 top-level 
supervisors of the Department, The course allows up to 16 hours 
of executive training and problem solving for each supervisor 
participating, The day of completion for this course will be 


March 23, 1965. 


Highway Inspector Training -- Almost 300 employees of the Bureau 


of Road Construction are participating in this 16-day month-long 
program, This course will be completed March 4, 1965, when the 
final center completes its program, Representatives of the Soils 
Bureau, the Laboratory, the Portland Cement Association, and 


the New Jersey Asphalt Association participated with men in 
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TRAINING, cont'd.

Equipment in this program, Top engineering personnel from the 
Bureau of Construction acted as instructors, after receiving 
schooling from the Training Section in fundamentals of in- 


struction. 


Management Training I -- Twenty top-supervisory personnel from 


the Division of Roads, Division of Research, and the Highway 
Engineer's office concluded 30 hours of intensive training in 
basic management and supervision, The 19 participants only 
scored in the 37th percentile for top-level supervisors on a 
nationwide basis when tested prior to commencing this course, 
At the course's completion, the group scored in the 80th per- 
centile for upper-level supervisors on a national average. 
This indicates to the Training Section a tremendous desire on 
the part of the participatants to participate, study and learn 


management and supervisory techniques. 


Stenographic Refresher Course -- an 8-hour Stenographic Refresher 
Course was offered by the Training Section to 30 Senior Clerk 
Stenographers and Principal Clerk Stenographers from various 
Divisions, The course started on February 17, 1965 and is 
expected to be completed on March 12, 1965, The course consists 
of practice in taking dictation, transcribing notes, spelling 

and punctuation, Letters are read at three speeds (80, 100, 120) 
and the students are encouraged to transcribe the fastest letters 
which they can do well, In this respect the course offers the 


students a standard against which to measure their progress. 
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TRAINING, cont'd, 


Map Reading Course ~- The Training Section is arranging with 
the Division of Roads to provide instructors in Map Reading 
for the five Right of Way district offices. It is hoped that 
this course, which tentatively is expected to be a four-day, 
three-hour course, will improve the Right of Way Division's 


personnel's abilities in map reading. 


Business Communications -- The Training Section offered a 
course in Business Communications covering letter and report 
writing, for 20 employees from various Divisions. Indications, 
to date, are that this course appears to be the most successful 


one yet conducted either here or by the Civil Service Department. 


Supervisory Development Course -- The Civil Service Department 
offered a 12-hour course in basics of supervision for clerical 
supervisors. The Highway Department was allotted one nomination 


and selected a clerical supervisor to attend this course, 


A Supervisory Development Course (12 hours) was offered, free 
of charge, to this Department by the Civil Service Training 
Section, The Department selected one technical employee who 
would not otherwise receive this type of training in the near 


future, 


Speed Reading Course -- Two Department employees are continuing 


their two-hour a week course in Speed Reading. This course

was offered, at no charge, to this Department by the Civil 


Service Department. 


Fifteen Highway employees completed Civil Defense during the 
month of January in Newark and 27 during February in Trenton, 
This brings the Department total up to 1,283 employees 


completing Civil Defense Adult Education,

Information Centers -- The standard Information Center technique 
was modified to meet a unique situation, A Route 22 modernization 
project, which involved businesses only, was ei diel through the 
medium of a specialized evening Information Center conducted solely 
for the benefit of businesses whose driveways and access would 

be affected by the construction, In addition to the construction 
maps, a specialized schematic chart showing type of construction 
and schedule also was prepared. Approximately 7/5 businessmen 


visited the Center, which was opened from 8 p.m, until midnight. 


State Youth Legislature -- The Chief of the Community Relations 
Section was assigned to the State Youth Legislature as a resource 
leader, which involved attending "legislative meetings" at Princeton 
University one day, and attending the "legislature" in the State 


House to convene late in March.

The leader's function is to provide factual objective information 
when called upon at the time bills are submitted, and explain the

Bureau Improvement Project -—-— Because the Information Center as 


a channel of communication at the construction level has proven 
very effective in engendering goodwill by informing the public, 
it was felt that the same technique might be used in other stages 
of operations -- specifically the planning stage for Interstate 


Route 95, 


Toward this end, an appointment was made with Dean Marver H, Bernstein, 
Dean of the Woodrow Wilson Graduate School of Public and International 
Affairs, The meeting disclosed that there was no body of information 


in the school which could be related directly to the technique. 


Pursuing the same idea, the Chief of the Community Relations Section 
attended a meeting called by the Consultant for officials of Hopewell 
Township, It was determined at this meeting that adequate channels 
of communication are being established between the Consultant and 

all the municipalities and counties involved in the proposed 
alignment, It is apparent, at this stage of the operation, that 
exchanges between the Consultant and local authorities are the 


most effective device.

A meeting with Mr. Robert Engle, Highway Urban Planning Section, 
resulted in a proposal of a folder aimed at municipal and county 
officials advising them of the July 1, 1965 deadline for evidence 


of comprehensive planning. 


Photographic Unit -- A total of 899 black and white prints, and 45 
plack and white reprints were produced, Film used included five 
rolls of black and white film,ten rolls of color film and 90 


sheets of black and white film. 


Field assignments included trips to Springfield, Mount Holly, 
Forked River, Lodi, Tuckahoe, three junkyard sites in northern 
New Jersey and a flight to photograph Interstate Routes 80 and

Administrative filing activities saw 141 completed negatives added 
to the main print file, along with 45 new negatives.

Models -~ The model of Interstate Route 278 interchange with the 
New Jersey Turnpike, the Goethals Bridge and Route 81 was sub- 
stantially completed during the month. This model is one of 

the more complicated projects undertaken by the model shop, 

and its planning required field trips to the site to correlate 


plans. 
Two bridge rail models were undertaken for the Bridge Division, 


The model of Interstate Route 280 was displayed in the lobby 
of the Trenton Trust Company in Trenton for Mngineers Week, and 
another model was installed in the State Highway Engineer's office 


for a conference, 


Exhibits -- Preliminary discussions were held for the forthcoming 
Civil Service Day at the Worldts Fair on May 31, and the State 

Fair in October. The exhibit seen at the Atlantic City convention 
was thoroughly analyzed and the decision was made to immediately 
work out a theme for the basic Highway Department operations for 


visualization.

A number of effective changes in the New Jersey State Highway 
Department's organization are under way. Though many of these 
have been planned for years, denial of adequate funds for 
personnel needs have prevented these moves. We believe a 
change that will consolidate all road aid functions in a new 
Division of Local Government Aid to be of principal interest 
to the counties and municipalities. This Division becomes 
operational April 1, 1965, Administration of the Federal 

Aid Secondary Program, formerly a function of the Division 

of Roads; and the Aid to Illumination of Local Roads, formerly 
a function of the Division of Maintenance and Operations; are 
now a part of the new Division. 


This change will provide a single agency in the Highway Department 
to conduct road aid business with local jurisdictions. The new 
Division will consist of a Bureau of State Aid and a Bureau of 
Federal Aid Secondary Roads. Four District Offices, formerly 

a part of the Division of State Aid, will continue as the 
operational arms of the Division of Local Government Aid, A 

list of these offices is attached as Enclosure #1. 


Concurrent with this change in organization, a new policy on 
inspection of State Aid projects is being promulgated. A policy 
statement on this subject is attached as Enclosure #2. You will 
note that a re-evaluation of the State's project supervision 
responsibility has been made, As a result of this re-evaluation, 
primary project supervision responsibility has been placed in the 
hands of the local sponsoring agency.

INSPECTION POLICY 


STATEMENT 


The State's long-time practice of providing complete inspection service, 
the New Jersey State Highway Department feels, is a responsibility that 
should by now properly rest with the local jurisdiction, Since project 
responsibility is in the hands of the local jurisdictions and benefits 
accrue primarily to these agencies, a re-definition of inspection 
policy for State Aid Programs is here outlined, In part to effect 
economies in administrative costs and place complete inspection 
responsibility on the beneficiary, the Department has re-evaluated 

its long-time practice of providing complete inspection service on 
State Aid projects and has adopted the policy of State inspections in 
depth of State Aid projects selected at random, 


Selection of such projects will be made by the Division of Local 
Government Aid in the Highway Department. General surveillance of 
operations on State Aid projects will replace the long-standing 
practice of assigning inspectors to each project. As project 
supervision responsibility will now be in the hands of the local 
sponsoring agency, it is important that they insure adequate project 


supervision. 


Certificates of expenditures on projects will be required covering 
funds paid in advance, Estimate certificates will be required for 
construction and reconstruction projects before State Aid Funds are 
disbursed. The local governing body having jurisdiction shall provide 
satisfactory verification of the quantity and quality of work completed 
and materials furnished. 


Materials testing and inspection services provided by the Highway 
Department Laboratory: 


1. Laboratory tests of job samples of materials when submitted 
in accordance with N.J.H.D. Operating Procedure Number EN-9 (Rev. 1) 
dated January 1, 1963, when such samples are submitted by an Engineer 
or Inspector of the Highway Department or the County or Municipal Engineer. 


2. Release of tested and approved materials from bulk stocks upon 
due notice to the Laboratory in accordance with established procedures. 


3, Advise County and Municipal Engineers on the acceptability 
of materials by producer and source and perform all quality investiga- 
tions and testing of new sources of manufactured and processed materials. 
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4, Advise County and Municipal Engineers on the compliance 
and acceptability of plants producing bituminous concretes and mix- 
tures, and portland cement concrete plants. 


5. Provide proportions and mix formuli for bituminous and 
portland cement concretes when materials to be used are of known 
acceptability but no daily inspection of plant operations. 


6. Furnish consultation on materials, producers, construction 
procedures, and experimental work and investigations, 


7. Cooperate with the Division of Local Government Aid in gen- 
eral supervision of County and Municipal projects as may be requested.

A quick check, however, showed that the moveable bridge wasn't actually 
missing, it was removed and a high level. fixed bridge built in its place 


on Route 3, across the Hackensack River, in SecaucuSe 


The comparative statistical list shows that almost all entries have 
increased during the year, such as an increase of 36 miles of roadway in 


the highway system, to an all time high figure of 1,930 miles. 


Other increases include 2,00 additional signs bringing that total to 
65,000; 90 new mobile radio units for a new figure of 375; and 2,167 


additional highway lighting units for a grand total of 18,936 unitse 


The statistics show also that the Highway Department's reimbursement program 
to counties has increased. In 1963 counties received #1,00,000 in financial 


aid for highway illumination; in 196) they received $)09,lih3. 


In the Department's Railroad Division, passenger train contracts increased 
to continue commuter service, while the annual operating expenses and 
revenues cropped approximately one million each.
